your report of Jlon. Phociou Howard's 
iirgiinu'iit in favor of permanent improve- 
ment of our public roads, 1 at once be- 
came interested, and as T have been con- 
nected with our road interests for the past 
few veai'H, perhaps a few .words from me 
would not be out of place. 
I, like him, 


am htrongly in favor of having good 
roads, and think and have always advo- 
cated permanent improvement, but differ 
from him iu tho way of obtaining perma- 
nent passable roads. Instead of gravel- 


, ing or macadamizing our black, mucky 


soil, (lit a cost, according to the gentle- 
man, 
of ??'.JMO per mile), to lie constantly 


getting out of repair by the action of Him 
and frost, t would pursue a proper sys- 
tem of grading and drainage, which can 
be done for about one fourth the money 
..., 
I for macadamizing. For instance: 


Take nay S-iuch tile, at $tH) per thousand, 
CiiSO feet to the mile, would cost $31(1.8(1, 
and pulling in .same al li! cents per rod— 
SMI making a total cost for mil' mile H- 
inch tile Sil'AKO. Now, with .our road 
leveler, I will venture to Hay that lean 
keep this mile of road in a better colldi- 
tioii.foi- lens monpy.Umntiie swine amount 
of macadamii'.ed road can be kept in re- 
pair. Another thing, does this gentle- 
man include bridges and culverts in his 
estimate? 1 cannot discover a word on 
the subject of bridges, and by the way it 
is one ot our heaviest cxpi'lisen; 1 would 
like to hear from him on this subject.
